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1, A listing of propp^T'jida themes is presented in suggested order 
of exploitation. ^Vhile each of these would he supported throu^iout 
propaganda attack, emphasis sho-uld gradually shift along the way until 
"Hatred of enemy" becomes the context and signal for direct action, 

a. Anti-Soviet. Site facts v/hich deteriorate Albanian 
economy, disrupt relations with neii^foors, make Albania pawn 
of USSR povrer interests, institute terror against simple Al- 
banians, set father against son, etc, 

b. Anti-collaborator. Characterize Soviet-Albanian collabor^ 
ators as v/eaic little men selling out country's welfare, plotting 
against freedom of action of patriots, weakening courage of 
populace, enriching themselves. Names and addresses of informers 
must be given v/ith absolute reliability. 

c. Confidence in National Committee. Emphasize spread of 
eletients,' interests represented in Committee. Exploit fact of 
voice being heard, supplies given to j)utriots; predictions of 
Coraiaittee should be planned so they can be observed working out 
before entire population, bolstering confidence, 

d. Ob.lective attainable. Exploit support of all elements, 
cite nximbers of people ready to help in Albania; evaluate force of 
power combinations against USSR, detail history of Albanian self- 
de t e rminat ion. 


e, Detorriiination. Emphasize v/ealcness of character of appeasers, 
assume constantly that courage and firmness can overcome long odds, 
"better an eye plucked out than a head lost." 

f. Confidence in Hev/s, Every fact which can he checked 
should be a.bsolutely accrirato; plausibility and hard realism should 
characterize comiuents about Albanian life; timing of "predictions" 
should be such as to take advantage of completed action before 
public is aware that such is the case. 


g. Peeling of particiuatlon. 
inforj;ia,tion should incre 
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h, Av;areness of in-o'blem. Descriptive material should 
develop essential elements of politicsa tmd economic problera: 

MCro, infomiers, derman FT/ terror, collaborators, threats of 
neighbors, finaoicial control of currency in USSR hands; 
expropriation of merchants, and land reform, channeled for 
USSR advantage, 

i. Sense of unity. Simple codes can be used to give information 
to large group of co-v'orkers, inuabers of local Committees can be 
exa^era.ted, exploits of agents detailed, channels of coinnunica^ 
tion can be sliovm to be protected by general 3 populace. 

J, Hatred of enemy. Vilification of USSR and collaborators 
should be based upon incidents such as imprisonment of revolu- 
tionaries; assa-ssinations, shooting of hostages slaould become 
mart2n:doins, Inportant not to dvrell upon "Gstern concepts of 
harshness and brutality but upon a.ction against Albanian in- 
dependence, upon forei^i intervention or upon traitorous 
activity. 
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
